Generals Brussiloff and Gur- 
ko Have Tendered Resig- 
nations — Radical Faction 
Will Take Part in Govern- 
ment and Has Appealed to 
Soldiers to Fight Germans. 


Petrograd, May 15.—(Via London, 
May 16.)—Insofar as it is possible to 
present any definite picture of the 
whirling maelstrom of events of which 
Petrograd is the storm center, the sit- 
uation today is as follows: 

The conflict between the temporary 
government and the council of work- 
men’s and soldiers’ deputies is nearer 
solution than it has been since the rev- 
elution, but the disorganization, al- 
most anarchy, has reached such pro- 
portion that it seems extremely doubt- 
ful whether any concentration of pow- 
er in the government or the belated 
reconciliation of the two forces which 
have been pulling in opposite direc- 
tions can re-ereate order out of the 


rent chaotic conditions. for a con- 


siderable time at least. 8 

The council’s appeal to the army and 
its recent decision to accept part of 
the responsibility of government by 
the formation of a coalition ministry 
‘testify to its willingness to co-operate 
with the provisional government. The 
‘difficulties between the representatives 
of the proletariat and the government 
appear to be over. 

Declare for Vigorous War. 

The deputies have declared them- 
strongly against a separate 
peace and in favor of conducting a 
vigorous offensive war against an 
army which “is in the grip of German 
imperialism”—have in fact completely 
indorsed the point of view of the gov- 
ernment, which has been attempting 
since its formation to warn the coun- 
try against the danger of ceasing ac- 
tive military operations or considering 
a premature peace, which would sacri- 
fice all the country has gained by the 
revolution and discredit Russia in the 
eyes of the world, 

But the movement among the 
masses, soldiers and working men, who 
have misunderstood the exhortations 
of their representatives and have far 
outstripped the most advanced ideas of 
their socialistic leaders, has gained 
such impetus that it will not easily 
follow the altered course of the depu- 
ties. 

The council of ministers met until 
late last night to consider the reor- 
ganization of the cabinet, in order to 
provide for the entrance into that body 
of popular representatives. It was de- 
cided to accept the recommendations of 
the council of deputies. It is regarded 
as extremely likely that A. F. Keren- 
sky will take the post of minister of 
war and that his present position, that 
of minister of justice, will be filled by

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PECTAGULAR FIRE 
DRAWS BIG CROWD 
ABOUT FIVE POINTS 


Flames. Started in Base- 
ment of Blackstock, Hale 
& Morgan, Marietta Street 
Haberdashers, and Spread 
Rapidly. 


DESTRUCTION TO STOCK 
ESTIMATED AT $40,000 


Diners and Waitresses in 
Childs’ Restaurant and 
Guests in Folsom’s Hotel 
Driven to Street by Smoke. 


| Thousands of pedestrians massed at 
Five Points last night at 10 o’clock to 
witness a spectacular fight by fire- 
men against flames which ate through 
the basement of the Blackstock, Hale 
& Morgan haberdashery concern at 16 
Marietta street, drove a horde of diners 
from Childs’ restaurant, next door, and 
sent the guests of the New Folsom 
hotel scurrying to the street for safety. 

The blaze had reached such instensity 
before the alarm was turned in that 
an hour of brisk fighting was required 
to subdue it. J. G. Hale, an associate 
owner of the haberdashery, estimated 
the loss at $40,000. The stock stored 
in the basement was destroyed by the 
flames,. and the store rooms on the 
street floor were glutted by smoke and 
water.

Had 
been the supper hour, when Childs’ pa- 
trons crowd the place, a panic might 
have ensued. Waitresses and attaches 
remained in the restaurant until they 
could no. longer stand the dense smoke. 
The place was quickly deserted. 

Guests of the New Folsom hotel, 
which is situated upstairs over Black- 
stock, Hale & Morgan, were running 
to the street, some in hastily donned 
attire, when the first of the diners 
fleeing from Childs’ emerged to the 
sidewalk. The smoke had issued into 
the hotel in greater volume and more 
quickly than it had penetrated the 
restaurant. Black volumes were bil- 
lowing out of the hotel windows as the 
guests sought safety. 

Firemen Overcome. 

No one was hurt. Several firemen 
were affected by smoke. 

The crowd which gathered was 
enormous, overflowing Five Points and 
extending far up Marietta street, down 
Decatur and up Peachtree. Traffic 


was disorganized. Many vehicles and 
trolley cars were marooned in the sea 
of humanity which gathered around 
them. Although trolley and other traf- 
fic was halted through the heart of 
downtown for more than an hour, cars 
were routed over Broad street lines, 
and trolley service resumed with but 
little delay.

Some of these applicants, however, are 
not discouraged over .their failure to 
get in, but are making arrangements 
to stay near the camp until a possible 
few are disqualified among the num- 
ber who have been accepted.

At Fort Oglethorpe it is expected that 
there will be mobilized nine regiments 
of infantry, three regiments of cavalry, 
one field hospital, one ambulance com- 
pany and the 600 members of the medi- 
cal corps.

All these additional units to be lo- 
cated at Fort Oglethorpe will require 
perhaps 1,000 new buildings for a great 
cantonment, which will probably have 
to be ready within sixty days.

VIRTUAL PEACE OFFER 
MADE TO THE RUSSIANS 
BY BETHMANN-HOLLWEG 


The Reichstag Supported 
the Chancellor’s Attitude, 
Though Two _ Socialists, 
Scheidemann and Lede- 
bour, Suggested Possible 
Revolution in Germany if a 
Policy of Conquest Were 
Insisted On. 


Berlin, May 16.—(Via London.) —In 
one of the most vigorous and plain 


spoken speeches he has made before 


the reichstag since the outbreak of 

the war, the imperial German chan- 

cellor today bluntly refused to enter 

into a discussion of Germany’s peace 

aims as demanded in interpellations by 

the conservatives and socialists. Dr. 

von Bethmann-Hollweg asserted that 
these called for the government's spe- 

cific peace program, the announce- 

ment of which would at the present 
time not only be prematih: len 

it would be difficult to formulate and 

also of no practical service to the na- 

tion in the present situation. 

While appreclati g the passionate 
desire of all classes to know the gov- 
ernment’s views, the chancellor plainly 
declared that he would not permit him- 
self to be ewayed by pressure from any 
source and that he was not under the 
spell of any party or clique. The best 
interests of the nation, he believed, 
demanded that the reticence he had 
imposed on himself in the face of con- 
tinuous clamor since December, 1915, 
should be observed until the moment 
was ripe. He was sure that such a 
course would be indorsed by the na- 
tion at large, which continued to rally — 
around its emperor and would also meet 
the views of the majori of the mem- 
bers of the reichstag. 

Won't Nall Germany Down. 

The chancellor briefly reviewed the 
present military situation and Ger- 
many’s relations to the neutrals, in the 
course of which he warmly praised the 
attitude adopted by Spain. 

The chancellor declared that be 
would not nail down the German em- 
pire in all directions by a one-sided 
formula which renounced the successes 
won by the German troops and left all 
other matters in suspense., 

The chancellor virtually made a peace 
offer to Russia, saying that, if Russia 
renounces her aims of conquest, Ger- 
many would not prevent a permanent 
friendship by making impossible de- 
mands.

Herr Ledebour, 
however, declared a republic must soon 
be established in Germany and that 
his party would propose a consti- 
tution committee take preparatory 
steps in that direction. 

The Chancellor's Speech. 
‘These interpellations demand from 


me a definite statement on the question 


of our war aims,” said the chancellor. 
“To make such a statement at the pres- 
ent moment would not serve the coun- 
try’s interests. I must, therefore, de- 
cline to make it. 

“Since the winter of 1914-15 I have 
been pressed from one side, now from 
the other, publicly to state our war 
aims, if possible, with details. Every 
day they were demanded from me. To 
force me to speak, an attempt was made 
to construe my silence regarding the 
program of the war aims of individual 
parties as agreement. Against that 1 
must again resolutely protest. 

“On giving l¥berty for the free dis- 
cussion of wat aims I had it expressly 
declared that the government could not 
and would not participate in the con- 
flict of views. I also protested against 
any positive conclusions whatever re- 
garding the government's attitude be- 
ing drawn from the government’s si- 
lence. 

“I now repeat this protest in the 
‘most conclusive form. What I was 
ever able to say about our war aims I 
say here in the reichstag publicly. They 
were general principles—they.could not 
be more—but they were clear enough to 
exclude identification such as was at- 
tempted with other pro 8.

“If the general situation forces me 
to reserve, as is the case now, I shall 
keep this reserve, and no pressure either 
from Herr Scheidemann or Herr Roe- 
sicke will force me from my 
shall not allow myself to be le 
by utterances with which Scheidemann, 
at a time when drumfire sounds on the 
Aisne and at Arras, believed he could 
spread amo the people the possibili- 
ty of a revolution. The German people 
will be with me in condemning such 
utterances and also Roesicke's attempt 
to represent me as being under the in- 
fluence of the social democrats. 

“IT am reproached for being in the 
hands of one party, but I am not in the 
hands of any party, either the right or 
the left. I am glad I can state that 
definitely. If I am in the hands of any 
one, I am in the hands of my people 
whom alone I have to serve, and al of 
whose sons, fighting for the existence 
of the nation, are firmly ranged round 
the kaiser, whom they trust and who 
trusts them. The kaiser’s word of Au- 
gust lives unaltered. Roesicke, who 
sets himself forward as a particular 

rotector of this word, has received in 
he kaiser’s Easter message the as- 
surance of. the unaltered existence of 
the kaiser’s word. 

“I trust that the reserve which I 
must exercise—it would be unscrupu- 
lous on my part did I not exercise it— 
will find support from the majority of 
the reichstag and also amongst the 
poopie. For a month unparalleled bat- 
les have been wagi on the west 
front. The entire people, with all its 
thoughts and sorrows and feelings, is 
with its sons up there, who with unex- 
ampled tenacity and defiance of déath, 
resist the daily renewed attacks of the 
English and French. 

“Even today I see no readiness for 
peace on the rt of England or France, 
nothing of the abandonment of their 
excessive aims of conquest and economic 
destruction. Where then were the gov- 
ernments who last winter openly stood 
up before the world in order to termi- 
nate this insane slaughter of peoples? 
Were they in London or in Paris? The 
most recent utterances which I have 
heard from London declare that the war 
aims which were announced two years 
ago remain unaltered. 

Western Enemies Don’t Want Peace. 

“Even Herr Schiedemann will not be- 
lieve that I could meet this declaration 
with a beaugeste. Does any one be- 
lieve, in view of the state of mind of 
our western enemies, that they could be 
induced to conclude peace by a pro- 
gram of renunciation? a 

“It comes to this: Shall I immedi- 
ately give our western enemies an as- 
surance which will enable them to pro- 
long the war ndefinitely without dan- 
ger of losses to themselves? Shall I 
tell these enemies: ‘Come what may, 
we shall under all circumstances be 
people who renounce; we shall not touch 
the hair of your head. But you who 
want our lives, you can, without any 
risks, continue to try your luck? 

“Shall I nail down the German em- 
pire in all directions by a one-sided 
formula which only 8 one rt 
of the total peace conditions and which 
renouncés successes won by the blood 
of our sons and brothers and leaves all 
other matters in suspense? 

“No. I will not pursue such a policy. 
That would be the basest ingratitude 
toward the heroic deeds of our people 
at the front and at home. It would 
permanently press down our people, to 
the smallest worker, in their entire 
conditions of life. It would be equiva- 
lent to surrendering the future of the 
Fatherland. 

“Or ought I, conversely, to set forth 
a program of conquest. I decline to do 
that. (Cries from the right, ‘We are 
not demanding that.’) If it has not 
been demanded, then we are of one 
opinion. 

“I also decline to set forth a program 
of conquest. We did not go forth to 
war and we stand in battle now 
against almost the whole world, not 
in order to make conquests, but ex- 
33 to secure our existence and 
to establieh firmly the future of the 
nation. A program of conquest helps 
as little as a program of reconcilia- 
tion to win victory and the war. 

On the contrary, I should thereby 
merely play the game of the hostile 
rulers and make it easier for them 
further to delude their war-weary peo- 
ples into 3 the war immeas- 
urably. is, too, would be base in- 
gratitude toward our 
Arras and the Aisne 

Bid Is Made to Russia Already. 

“As regards our eastern 3 
Russia, I have recently spoken. It ap- 

ears as if new Russia had declined 
or herself these violent plans of con- 
quest. Whether Russia will or can 
act in the same sense on her allies, I 
am unable to estimate. Doubtless 
England, with the assistance of her 
Allies, is employing all her efforts to 
keep Russia harnessed to England's 
war chariot and to traverse Russian 
wishes for the speedy restoration of 
the world’s peace. 

If, however, Russia wants to pre- 
vent further bloodshed and renounces 
all violent plans of conquest for her- 
self, if she wishes to restore durable 
relations of peaceful life side by side 
with us, then surely it is a matter of 
course that we, as we share this wish, 
will not disturb the permanent rela- 
tionship in the future and will not 
render its development impossible by 


warriors near 


deposit in the Russian nation the germ 
of enmity. (Thunderous applause.) 

‘I doubt not that an agreement, aim- 
ing exclusively at a mutual under- 
standing, could be attained, which ex- 
cludes every thought of oppression and 


no discord. 

“Our military position has never 
been so good since the beginning of 
the war. The enemy in the west, 
despite his terrible 

break through. Our 

operating with increasing success, I 
won't use any fine words about them; 
the deeds of our U-boat men speak for 
themselves. I think even the neutrals 
will recognize that. 

“So far as compatible with our duty 
toward our own people, who come first 
we take into account the interests o 
the neutral states. The concessions 
which we have made to them are not 
empty promises. That is the case in 
regard to our frontier neighbors, Hol- 
land and Scandinavia, as well as those 
states, which, on account of their geo- 
graphical position, are especially 
greatly exposed to enemy pressure. 

J am thinking in this connection 
especially of Spain, which, loyal to her 
noble traditions, is endeavoring under 
reat difficulties to preserve her in- 
ependent policy of neutrality. We 
thankfully recognize this attitude and 
have only one wish—that the Spanish 
people reap the reward of their 
strong, independent policy by further 
deeloping their power. 

“Thus, time is on our side. With full 
confidence we can trust that we are 
approaching a satisfactory end. Then 
the time will come when we can ne- 
gotiate with our enemies about our war 
aims, regarding which I am in full 
harmony with the supreme army com- 
mand. hen we will attain a peace 
which will bring us liberty to rebuild 
what the war has destroyed in the un- 
hampered development of our strength, 
so that from all the blood and all the 
sacrifices an empire, a people, will rise 
again strong, independent and un- 
threatened by its enemies, a bulwark 
of peace and labor.” 


Socialist Defends Renunciation. 


In speaking on the socialist interpel- 
lation, Philipp Scheidemann, socialist 
resident of 
the reichstag, defended the socialist 
peace program of renunciation. 

“The party’s decision does not de- 
mand immediate peace, but action by 
the socialists of all countries,“ Herr 
Scheidemann said. My Breslau, utter- 
ance was to the effect that the chan- 
cellor had stated he had nothing to 
do with the memorial which had incited 
our enemies to agree to Herr Roesicke

that no peace can be concluded without 


an alteration of frontiers, and that 
must be arranged by mut@al under- 
standing.“ I am bitterly opposed to the 
slaughter of another million men sim- 
ply because certain Germans desire 
eace._/that would follow conquests. 
ng live peace! Long live Europe! 
Approve Chancellor’s Attitude. 


A motion to end the debate was lost, | 
after which the middle road parties, | 
made up of the centrists, national lib- 
erals, progressive people’s party and 
German fraction, presented a joint 
declaration approving the chancellor's 
attitude. . 

Following the chancellor, Dr. Peter 
Spahn, leader of the Catholic center 
party, speaking in the name of the 
centrists, the national liberals, the pro- 

ressive people’s party and the ma- 
ority of the German fraction, said: 

“We are unanimously agreed that at 
present a thorough discussion in the 
reichstag of our war aims rightly un- 
dersto would not serve the interests 
of the fatherland. The German peo- 


ple’s desire for peace is directed to- 


ward a settlement which will guar- 
antee the existence of the German em- 
pire, her political, economic and world 
power and freedom of development and 
which would prevent forever our ex- 
clusion from the world markets which 
Great Britain desires. The German 
people also has confidence in a peace 
which will approach the aims the chan- 
cellor definitely laid down in former 
speeches, 

“We are at one with him today in 
refusing under the present circum- 
stances to disclose to our enemies the 
details of our war aims. It is enough 
that the government declares that it 
pursues neither boundless plans of con- 
quest nor binds itself to thoughts of 
peace without annexations and with- 
out indemnities. If the enemy is com- 
batting Prussian militarism and the 
Hohenzollerns in the illustrious per- 
son of the emperor, it will only result 
in bringing his majesty closer to the 
hearts of the German people. 

“We resolutely oppose all enemy in- 
terference in our domestic affairs. We 
do not want to interfere in the do- 
mestic affairs of Russia. We are at- 
tentively following the struggle of that 
mighty people toward political and in- 
tellectual freedom. We should rejoice 
if the government were ready at any 
time to conclude peace with Russia 
and establish permanent good and 
neighborly relations. 

“The German people maintains its 
determination to uphold the imperial 
idea of protection of our political, re- 
ligtous and economic treasures. The 
spirit of the Easter message insures 
continued development of our national 
life. The people looks with complete 
confidence to its emperor. We are 
sure that our people will indorse the 
reserve which the chancellor enjoins 
angen watchword must be Close the 
ranks.’’ 


German Revolution Predicted. 


The independent socialist, Georg 
Ledebour, said: 

The chancellor doubtless desires an- 
nexations,. both in the east and west. 
With the exception of extravagant 
visionaries nobody believes that r- 
many can win a war of subjugation. 
The Russian socialiste have made an 
offer which opens up the possibility 
of peace. This is what the chancellor 
forgets. It. is true that a separate 
peace with Russia cannot be achieved, 
but the Russian government can con- 
vert the entente, and in this directio 
we ought to assist it. 1 

Herr Scheidemann must take up 
cudgels against the government if he 
does not want strong words which do 
not shrink even from the announce- 
ment of a revolution, to be followed 
deeds. We are convinced that event 
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many’s war aims, said: 

“While our brave troops maintain 
with streams of blood our territorial 
gains, the social democratic party 
urges the imperial chancellor to con- 
clude a peace without any indemnity 
and without any annexation. The im- 
perial government has met the social 
democratic demands to such an extraor- 


dinary extent that this party enjoys 


preferential treatment beyond that ac- 
corded the other parties and the im- 
perial word, ‘I know no parties,’ is ren- 
dered valueless. 

“In a statement recently published 
in The Norddeutsche Allegemeine Zei- 
tung we see a far-reaching similarity 
with the declaration of various party 
committees concerning our relations 
with Russia.

tente based their hopes on German dis- 
union. ; 

“President Wilson,” Herr Roesicke 
continued, “wants no peace with the 


Hohenzollerns, but the monarchy is 
too deeply rooted in German hearts 
for the malignity of the entente or of 
President Wilson to be capable of de- 
etroying it.”

AFTER MONTHS OF QUIET 


Rome Reports That Con- 
siderable Ground Has Been 
Gained and That Numbers 
of Prisoners Have Been 
Taken. 


New York, May 15.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The Italians have assumed the

What had been everywhere thought 
to be a commencement of a strong of- 
fensive by the Germans against the 
British along the Lens-St. Quentin line 
and the French from the région north- 
west of Soissons into Champagne ap- 
parently was only one of the sporadic 
counter attacks which the Germans 
have been throwing against the fronts 
since the spring offensive began. 

Around Bullecourt the intensive 
fighting which has been going on for 
more than a week continues unabated, 
the Germans throwing assault after 
assault against the British. Tuesday 
‘four of these were launched, the Ger- 
mans losing in all of them except the 
last, when their troops drove back the 
British in the western portion of. the 
village for a distance of about 100 
yards. In all the attacks the German 
casualties were extremely heavy, in 
one of them about 250 dead and wound- 
ed having been left inside the British 
lines. 

Along the front held by the French 
artillery actions prevailed through- 
out Tuesday, the Germans failing to 
follow up their infantry attacks of 
Monday, in which the French war of- 
fice says they suffered heavy losses. 

Another success by the Venizelist 
troops, fighting side by side with the 
French forces in Macedonia, is recorded 
by Paris, two works extending over 
fronts of more than 1,500 yards hav- 
ing been captured and held in the face 
of counter attacks.

GERMANS ATTACK 
47 BULLECOURT, 
BUT ARE REPULSED 


London, May 15.—A heavy attack 
was launched by the Germans today 
on British positions in the Bullecourt 
region on the Arras front. Today’s 
official statement says the German 
were repulsed in Bullecourt, but tha 
the British advanced posts in the 
northwestern portion of the village 
were forced back a short distance. 

The official report from British head- 
quarters in France issued tonight reads: 

“Further details concerning the fight- 
ing at Bullecourt this morning show 
that the enemy made a deliberate at- 
tempt by a series of strong and care- 
fully concerted attacks, powerfully sup- 
ported by artillery and trench mortar 
fire, to drive our troops out of Bulle- 
court and the section of the Hinden- 
burg line held by us east of the vil- 


age. 

“In all four attacks were undertaken 
by the enemy. The first of these was 
launched at 4 a. m., upon the right 
flank of our position in the Hindenburg 


line and temporarily gained a footing 
in our trenches. e enemy was im 
mediately and completely ejected by 
our counter attack, leaving 250 killed 
and wounded in our lines. A simul- 
— — ne rer! — — 85 =. 
tion was per y our ° 
3 in the morning a third attack 
was made upon the northeastern corner 
of Bullecourt. This was successfully 
repulsed by our artillery, rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire. The fourth attack, de- 
livered from the south and southwest, 
succeeded in driving back our posts in 
the western portion of the village for a 
distance of about 100 yards. e ene- 
my’s losses in this series of unsuccess- 
ful attempts were heavy. 
“Hostile artillery fire was particularly 
heavy today on both banks of the

FRENCH REPULSE | 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, May 15.—An attack was made 
by the Germans last night on an ex- 
tended front. Today’s official state- 
ment says it was repulsed by the 
French fire. The Germans were able 
to get a footing only in an advance 
trench. The attack was made on the 
Aisne front along the Chemin-des- 
Dames. 3 

The statement follows: 

“After a violent bombardment late 
yesterdgy on the Chemin-des-Dames 
the Germans attacked our positions 
over a long front in the region north- 
west of Braye-en-Laonnois between 
Bovettes and Epine-de-Chevregny. Our 
Curtain of fire and our machine guns 
broke up the attack. The Germans 
were not able to approach our lines 
except at one point, where the enemy 
gained a footing in one of our ad- 
vanced trenches southwest of Filain. 
Surprise attacks against. trench posts 
north of Craonne, east of Hill 108 and 
northeast of Auberive were defeated 
by our fire. We took prisoners, of 
whom one is an officer. 

“In the Woevre and Lorraine French 
detachments penetrated the German 
lines at several points and brought 
back prisoners.” 


GERMANS TAKE 
FRENCH POST. 


Berlin, May 15.— (Via London.)— 
Troops of the German crown prince 
have captured the farm of Ste Berthe, 
east of Fort De Malmaison,‘ on the 
Aisne front, today’s army headquar- 
ters statement announces. 

The statement follows:

The 
Ste Berthe Farm east of Fort de Mal- 
maison was captured by storm in a 
fresh advance by several companies and 
was held against 2 attempts to 
recapture it. On Sunday Rhenish troops 
also retained against four attacks the 
newly captured line on Hill 108 north 
of Sapigneul, which had been won by 
pressing back the French. Near Ailles, 
north of Craonnelle and west of the 
Corbeny-Berry-au-Bac road partial 
French attacks were made without suc- 
cess. East of the Meuse attacks by en- 
emy thrusting detachments against the 
village of Blanchee were repulsed.

Adjutant General J. Van Holt 
Nash, who is grand marshal of the 
big flag-raising parade next Satur- 
day, requests that all drum corps, 
bands and other similar musical] or- 
ganizations which will volunteer to 
participate in the parade, communi- 
cate with him at the state military 
department. 

“This is going to be the biggest 
patriotic demonstration Atlanta has 
ever had, I believe,” says General 
Nash, “and the co-operation of 
everybody is earnestly desired. We 
have several bands already, but the 
more music we can get e bigger 
will be the event.”

The greatest patriotic demonstration 
in the history of the city of Atlanta 
will take place next Saturday after- 
noon when General Leonard Wood, 
commanding the department of the 
southeast, unfurls Old Glory upon the 
tip of the flagstaff which has been 
erected at Five Points. 

As the Stars and Stripes float out 
upon the breeze, the Seventeenth in- 
fantry band will play “The Star Span- 
gled Banner,” and a sailor of the Unit- 
ed States navy, stationed in the crow’s 
nest of the flagpole, will catch the 
lanyards and make them fast as they 
swing free from the grandstand which 
is to be erected across the street at 
the Fourth National bank corner. 
The details of the flag-raising cere- 
mony were arranged at a committee 
meeting in the office of Chairman F. J. 
Paxon Tuesday afternoon, 

The flag-raising ceremonies will be 
preceded by a military parade approxi- 
mately a mile long and in which the 
Atlanta boys who have joined the of- 
ficers’ reserve corps at Fort McPher- 
son will make their first public ap- 
pearance. . 

General Wood is expected to arrive 
in Atlanta early Saturday morning for 
an official visit to Fort, McPherson. 
He will be met at the train unoffi- 
cially by Colonel F. J. Paxon, general 
chairman of the flag-raising arrange: 
ments committee of the city, and other 
members of that committee. 

At 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon Gen- 
eral Wood will be escorted from the 
Piedmont hotel to the grandstand, 
which is to be erected at the Fourth 
National bank corner of Five Points, 
from which he, the mayor, the governor 
and other officials will review the pa- 
rade. 

Line of Parade. 

The parade will form at Peachtree 
and Baker streets at 3 o’clock sharp, 
and will move at 3:30. o’clock. 

The line of march will be duwn 
Peachtree and Whitehall streets to 
Mitchell, and west on Mitchell street 
to Forsyth, where the parade will be 
dismissed. 

The raising of the flag will take 
lace as soon as the parade has passed. 
t was announced Tuesday, however, 
that the parade will be dismissed in 
ample time for those participating in 
it to return to Five Points for the 
flag-raising ceremony. 

The parade, of which Adjutant Gen- 
eral J. Van Holt Nash is grand mar- 
shal, will be one of the most imposing 
Atlanta has ever seen.

ABOUT 325 SUBMARINES 
AT WORK FOR GERMANY. 5 
Amsterdam, May 15.— (Via London.) 
The Germans have about 325 subma- 
rines in operation and about 80 to 100 
have been lost through British nes 
alone, according to The Telegraaf, which 
prints an interview with a member of 
the crew of the submarine U-58. This 
submarine sank the Dutch grain ships 
in February. The U-58 is commanded 
by Captain Count von Plaetau.

Washington, May 15.—0On the eve of 
the departure of the American com- 
mission to Russia, the state department 
has received advices from Petrograd 
that the German government is not 
meeting with success in its effort 


through ‘intrigue and propaganda to 


break dowm ‘the Russian provisional 
government and bring Russia to a sep- 
arate peace or lessen her military ef- 
fectiveness. 

Hope is felt here that the provisional 
government, which already has sur- 
mounted many obstacles, not only will 
stand firmly by its understanding with 


ber allies that there shall be no sepa- 


rate peace, but will continue to prose- 
cute with vigor its plans for setting up 
permanent democratic government and 
rehabilitating the country. 

Two Objects to Be Served. 

To meet sinister misrepresentations 
of the purpose of President Wilson in 
dispatching the mission headed by Elihu 
Root to Russia, it was authoritatively 


stated today, that the mission contem- 


lates no interference in the internal af- 
airs of the new-born republic, nor ef- 
fort to sway the jud ent of the Rus- 


- sian people as to which faction shall 


control. There are just two objects to 
be served, to convey to the Russian peo- 
ple the high sense of gratification with 
which the government and people of 
the United States have witnessed the 
sudden transformation of an ancient 
despotism into a republic, and like the 
commissions from London and Paris and 
the one soon to come from Petrograd, 
to render any helpful service possible. 
The American government will offer to 
co-operate in every line of endeavor in 
the reconstruction of Russia. 

Two months must elapse before the 
commissioners can reach Petrograd. In 
that time it is hoped that the work 
of establishing a permanent govern- 
ment will be well under way.

on to Russia. The appeal concludes

“The democracy of the revolution of 
Russia appeals to the socialists of Aus- 
tria and Germany.

You cannot allow 
your governments, taking advantage of 
the joy evoked in the Russian army by 
liberty and fraternity, to hurl their 
troops on to the western frant, in the 
first place in order to crush France 
and then to dash on Russia and finally 
crush you as well as the international 
proletariat in the grip ef imperalism. 

The democracy of revolutionary 
Russia appeals to the socialists of neu- 
tral and belligerent countries not to 
allow the triumph of imperialism. May 
the cause of peace proclaimed by the 
Russian revolution be brought to a 
happy conclusion by the efforts of the 
international proletariat. ) 

“In order to unite these efforts, the 
Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ 
delegates decided to take the initiative 
in convoking an international confer- 
ence of all socialist parties and fac- 
tions in all countries. Whatever may 
have been the dissensions which rent 
socialism during the three years of 
war, no section of the 1 ought 
to renounce participation.in the com- 
mon struggle for peace by the Russian 
revolution. 

“We are convinced that we shall see 
the representatives of all socialist 
groups at the conference we are con- 
voking.

ITY OF CANS 
SERIOUS PROBLEM 
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While Georgia Vegetables 
Spoiling and Demand for 
Cans Enormous, Dr. Soule 
Notified From Washing- 
ton Not to Promise Them. 


With urgent requests for cans pour- 
ing into the office of the state market! 
bureau, and with no prospect of se- 
curing any cans for preserving Geor- 
gia’s crop of perishables now maturing, 
the bureau has been informed by Dr. A. 
M. Soule, of the State College of Agri- 
oulture, of Athens, that the United 
States department of agriculture, 
through which rélief had been prom- 
ised, had notified him to make no more 
steps toward assuring cans until fur- 
ther notice. 

This information, following the re- 
cent statement of Congressman Carl 
Vinson, of the tenth Georgia district, 
that the federal department had as- 
sured him that cans would be forth- 
coming, came as a complete surprise to 
the bureau, and it is once more exert- 
ing every energy toward the solution 
of this difficult situation. 

Cans Not Ferthcoming. 

The new situation developed Tues- 
day morning, when Dr. Soule, who has 
had charge of a census for cans needed 
in Georgia, called upon the state mar- 
ket bureau and announced that he has 
received instructions from Washington 
to take no further action in the matter 
of ascertaining the number of cans 
needed in Georgia or in giving as- 
surances that the United States de- 
partment of agriculture will furnish 
cans. He has so far received no fur- 
ther instructions, though he was or- 
dered to cease his activities several 
days since. 

Dr. Soule had been assured, prior to 
the recent instructions from Washing- 
ton, that the department of agriculture 
would undertake to, guarantee cans for 
Georgia canning clubs and co-operative 
organizations, and, for the purpose of 
letting the government know how 
many cans would be needed, was 
making a census. 

Flood of Requests. | 

Meanwhile the. state market bureau 
is being flooded with requests for cans 
or information as to where and how 
cans pos J be obtained. These requests 
are coming from individuals and con- 
cerns, including canning clube, from all 
parts of the state. 

The ‘bureay Tuesday morning re- 
cived a letter from Rock’s Canning 


ing ‘where this club might be able to 
get 10,000 cans. 

An individual producer at Roopville 
wants 20,000 cans and, in a letter to the 
bureau, states that he is willing to pay 
the high price recently quoted by a 
Baltimore concern to the market bu- 
reau, if these cans are still available. 

All communications to the bureau in- 
dicate that the situation, with the crops 
for canning right upon the farmers and 
no assurance of cans in sight, is grow- 
ing daily more serious, and the proba- 
bility is that there will be a serious 
loss of valuable foodstuffs unless cans 
are available at once.

150000 ENLISTED MEN 
FOR UNITED STATES NAVY 


And 30,000 for Marine Corps. 
Pay Increased for En- 
listed Men. 


Washington, May 15.—The senate to- 
day passed the house bill. increasing 
the ‘enlisted strength of the navy to 
150,000 men, that of the marine corps 
to 30,000 men and granting increases 
in pay to the navy’s enlisted personnel 
equal to those provided for the army 


forces. 

The measure wilt go to conference for 
consideration of amendments, includ- 
ing one adopted by the senate chang- 
ing the schedule of pay increases so 
as to conform with the increases pro- 
vided for enlisted men in the army. 
Under the amendment there would be 
a graduated scale of navy pay increases 
ranging downward from 310 a month for 
the lowest grade. The house measure 
would have provided an increase of $15 
for this grade. 

The senate also wrote into the bill 
an authorization for appointment of 
six fleet commanders and a clause en- 
abling members of congress not over 
60 years of age to enlist in the navy 
as privates. An amendment, by Senator 
McCumber, proposing a reward of $1,- 
000,000 for discovery of a practical 
means of protecting merchantmen from 
submarines was voted down 24 to 36. 


HEAVY DAMAGE BY FIRE

New York, May 15.—Fire of unknown

RAIL SECURITY OWNERS 
TO MEET IN BALTIMORE 


Object of Meeting Discussed 
by S. Davies Warfield, 
of the Seaboard. 


Washington, May 15.—(Special.)—A 
conference of the owners of bonds and 
stocks of the railroads of the country 
has been called to meet in Baltimore 
at the Hotel Emerson May 23, at 11 
o’clock. d 

Owners of railroad securities from 
various sections of the country have 
signified their intention to be present 
and the question of the organization of 
those representing millions of dollars 
invested in the railroads of the country 
into an association will be considered. 

The call for the conference says: “The 
credit of the railroads has apparently 
not been sufficiently maintained to en- 
able them to economically finance their 
requirements in times of peace, much 
less now when upon their efficiency 
largely depends the successful outcome 
of the war in which the United States 
has become so vital a factor.” 

Mr. S. Davies Warfield has issued the 
call for this conference as an owner of 
railroad 3 te gg es. A southerner, he 
has interested himself in various or- 
ganizations for the development of the 
south agriculturally and industrially. 
‘He is president of the Continental 
Trust company, Baltimore, and chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
Seaboard Air Line Railroad company. 

When seen in regard to the confer- 
ence Mr. Warfield said: 

“The call for this meeting is the out- 
growth of conferences among owners 
of the securities of various railroad 
companies and who reside in different 
sections of the United States. Great 
questions are now at issue in this coun- 
try. Some of them are of considerable 
moment to the railroads, consequently 
to those who own their securities. Those 
charged with the responsibility of de- 
ciding questions affecting the railroads 
want all the light they can get in the 
settlement of such questions. 

“There are four elements in this sit- 
uation. One the public, which is suffer- 
ing from lack of shipping facilities, 
because the railroads ave not been 
able to secure sufficient money to prop- 
erly equip themselves. If fully aware 
of exact conditions the vee would 
respond to the needs of the situation, 
as it always does; one, represented by 
those who sell the securities of rail- 
roads to those who now own them; one 
represented by the executives who op- 
erate the railroads; the fourth is com- 
posed of those who have supplied the 
money with which to build the railroads 
and represented by their bonds and 
stocks. 

“There is the interstate commerce 
commission and the state commissions 
who represent the public; there is the 
committee of railway executives, trunk 
line associations and organizations and 
committees of those who actually op- 
erate and manage the railroads; there 
are organizations of bankers who sell 
railroad securities to the public, like 
the investment bankers’ association, 
but there is no general organization 
of those who have their money in the 
bonds and stocks of the railroads, and 
who have made possible the develop- 


ment of the country through the de- 


velopment of the railro In this 
country there are about 30,000,000 
policy-holders in insurance companies. 
There are 10,000,000 depositors in sav- 
ings banks. All these insurance com- 
panies and savings banks are large 
holders of railroad securities. There 
are also over 600,000 stockholders in 
railroads and say double that number 
of bond-holders. 

“The railroad presidents of the coun- 
try have ably presented to the inter- 
state commerce commission the effect 
of the great increase in cost of every 
element entering into the equipment 
and operations of the railroads. The 
conference will decide whether it is 
desirable for investors in railroad 
bonds and stocks to ask the com- 
mission to be heard on railroad credits; 
its bearing on securities and future 
railroad financing and the importance 
of maintaining the credit of the ar- 
teries of the nations—the arteries of 
trade—the railroads, representing sev- 
enteen billion dollars investment, and 
what this means in the successful plac- 
ing by the government of billions of 
dollars in loans to finance the war to

Active Duties at Fort Me- 
Pherson Today--Rifles and 
Other Equipment Issued. 


Fort Pherson, Ga., May 15.—(Spe- 
Gal.) — At 5:30 o’clock tomorrow morn-

THE RUSSIAN MYSTERY. 


Just what Russia's future course in the 
war is to be is as yet an unsolved riddle. 
The reports bearing upon the situation 
during the last fortnight have been suggest- 
ive of the gyrations of a great wounded, 
bear weltering in deep snow, or of a rudder- 
less craft wallowing im a storm-tumbled sea 
—pnow up, dripping, on the crest of a wave; 


now down deep in a trough. 

The liberty-loving ‘world is gravely con- 
cerned in the immediate future of Russia 
and the Russians—and well it might be! 

At the time of its occurrence the Russian 
revolution and the overthrow of the Roman- 
off dynasty was the greatest victory of the 
war. It was great of itself, but immeasur- 
aby more great because of its possibilities; 
' heartening to the nations fighting for free- 
dom, and withering to the belligerent cham- 
‘pions of autocracy. 

But, as Kerensky, the Russian minister 
of justice, well said in his impassioned pes- 
simistic appeal to the Russian people in 
Petrograd last Monday: 

“The process of the change from slavery 
to freedom is not going on properly.” 

The minister went on to say: 

„J come to you (speaking to the dele- 

) because my strength is at an end. 
I no longer feel my former courage nor 
have IL. m former conviction that we 
are conscientious citizens, not slaves 
in revolt. I am sorry I did not die two 
months ago when the dream of a new life 
was glowing in the hearts of the Rus- 
sian’ people, when I was sure the coun- 
try could govern itself without the whip. 

„„A affairs are going now, it will be 

impossible to save the country. We have 


tasted freedom and are slightly intoxi- 
cated, but what we need is sobriety and 


discipline.” 

It is truly a lurid picture; especially so, 
following upon the heels of the resignations 
of General Rorniloff, commander of the Pet- 
rograd garrison, and of General Guchkoff, 
the Russian minister of war, because of 
badgerings, interference and opposition by 
the newly freed people through the council 
of workingmen’s and soldiers’ delegates. 

But immediately the sun breaks through 
the cloud again, and that same council turns 
round and appeals to the Russian army to 
“defend Russia with all their power” against 
German imperialism—which, says the ap- 
’ peal, “is seeking to destroy and enslave the 
Russian people“ —and the council declares 
that “a separate peace is impossible.” 

A fitful April day could be no more un-

stable nor uncertain than the confusing atti- 


tudes of the peoples of that chaotic land. 

At bottom, however, to a limited extent 
this state of “intoxication” by an uneducated 
peasantry suddenly emerging into the sun- 
shine of freedom after centuries of darkness 
was to have been expected. The only occa- 
gion for surprise is its extent and degree, 
and the extreme to which it may lead before 
it is checked affords the only basis for real 
alarm. | 

Undoubtedly the American commission, 
headed by Elihu Root, on the way to Russia, 
will be able to sober the people of the 
awakened empire and set them thinking in 
the right direction. Such a commission 
probably will be able to do more—to exert 
a far greater influence—than would be pos- 
sible by any man or set of men native of 
: > ;

MONEY IN SPUDS. 

One Florida community, of which Hast- 
ings is the center,. in one day last week 
shipped, according to United States depart- 
ment of agriculture records, 86 carloads of 
potatoes, out of a total of 110 carloads 
shipped from the entire state on that same 
day, the total value of all of the state’s out- 
put of potatoes on that day being $197,230. 

Now, if one community in Florida can 
make such a splendid showing as that in po- 
tatoes, every other agricultural community 
in the state can. 

And if Florida can contribute such a tre- 
mendous amount of this valuable food crop, 
there is no reason why Georgia, Alabama 
and South Carolina cannot do the same 
thing. 

Georgia, for instance, can raise potatoes 
just as well as Florida. The crop may not 
mature so early in Georgia—especially in 
northern Georgia—but Georgia has the soil, 
the climate and every other essential to 
“spud” culture. : 

Had this acreage in Florida been planted 
to cotton or to some other non-life-sustain- 
ing crop the result could not possibly have 
been as profitable to its owners, of as great 
benefit to the state, nor of anything like the 
service to the nation at a time when our 
greatest menace is in the form of food short- 
age now and to come. 

And with potatoes selling at $11 a barrel 
(21% bushels) what form of food crop can a 
farmer raise that offers better returns in 
season than the lordly Irish “spud!” 


DOGS AND PUBLIC WELFARE. 


Were Georgia to do away with dogs, as 


Mr. W. H. McGee would have it, according 
to his letter in another place on this page, 
doubtless we would realize a considerable 
saving in foodstuffs, as well as some in an- 
noyance; but in the aggregate would the 
saving overweigh the sacrifice? 

There is indisputable argument back of 
much that the correspondent says. For in- 
stance, undoubtedly the dogs of Georgia do 
consume a lot of food fit for human con- 
sumption, and much that could be converted 
into pork. 

But there are dogs and dogs. And it 
would be folly and unfair for a state to 
decree thumbs down against the canine spe- 
cles as a whole just because some individ- 
ual members of it are a worthless burden 
upon society, or because an occasional dog 
gets sick from rabies, loses its responsibility 
and runs amuck to the detriment of man 
and other beasts. 

Mr. McGee should not lose sight of the 
fact that our state constitution rests upon 
these three supporting pillars: ‘Wisdom, 
Justice, Moderation!“ | 

This is what he does when he advocates 
the annihilation or deportation of “every 
dog in the state.” 3 

There are good dogs—dogs that really 
perform valuable service, and of the sort 
without which life would be robbed of much 
of its pleasure. There are dogs, we dare 
say, in Georgia for which their masters 
would fight to the death if put to the alter- 
native; and there are dogs in Georgia which 
would fight to the death or die of slow star- 
vation for the protection of their masters 
and of little children. They are trustful 
dogs, and jealous of responsibility. 

There are other dogs—perhaps flea- 
bitten, mangy, vicious curs—that do no good 
in the world, but a lot of damage. The 
state would be immeasurably better off if 
they were dead. | 

But any law that would impose the death 
penalty upon all dogs alike, irrespective of 
character (and a lot of dogs really have 
character) would be an unfair law. Any 
law that in its operations makes the inno- 
cent suffer for the sins of the guilty is not 
a law based upon “Wisdom, Justice and 
Equality,” nor upon either of those splendid 
elements. 

Such a law as Mr. McGee 
would not “work.” 

But a reasonable dog law, regulatory in 
its nature, that would result in the destruc- 
tion of the numerous nondescript no-account 
curs, that nobody owns nor nobody cares 
for, and that get their living by theft and 
the slaughter of poultry, young pigs, lambs, 
kids and even calves—such a law would 
“work; and such a law is needed by the 
live stock and rural interests of Georgia.

The government has taken over that part 
of the Atlanta warehouse which has hereto- 
fore been used for the storage of merchan- 
dise; and the probabilities are they will take 
over a small part which has heretofore been 
used for the storage of cotton, but this part 
is so small it will not in any way interfere 
with our handling all the cotton our custom- 
ers could possibly send us. 

The Atlanta Warehouse company is still 
building and increasing its storage capacity 
to a much larger extent than that taken over 
by the government, and its officers and di- 
rectors would greatly appreciate it if you will 
let your readers know that we are amply 
prepared to take care of cotton storage as 
usual, and, with increased facilities, better 
able than ever to take care of our customers, 
now and when the season opens up this fall.

This feature of the 
cost is great in loss of life and in doctors’ 
bills. : 

The dogs add nothing to the state’s wealth 
nor well-being. I would be proud to see the 
day when were not a dog in our state; and 
I hope that when the legislature meets it 
will pass a law that every dog in the state 
must be killed or shipped out of the state. 
Such a law would be especially timely how 
while there is being sq much said about the 
scarcity of the food supply. 

Prohibition will save Georgia thousands of 
dollars annually. Now let us have equally as 
good a law passed—that is, one doing away 
with every dog in the state immediately. 
Then let us put a hog in the place of every 
dog we have today, and we shall see old 
Georgia get into the front rank and be an 
example to other states to do likewise.

of boiling. The fermentation lasts a num 
ber of hours, varying according to tempera- 
ture, and finally produces a sour curdled 
milk, pleasant to the taste and active in pre- 
venting intestinal putrefaction. This milk 
taken daily in quantities of a pint, controls 
the action of the intestine, and stimulates 
the kidneys favorably. It can be recom- 
mended in several skin diseases. : 

A large portion of the casein is ren- 
dered soluble during the fermentation. Of 
the phosphate of lime, 68 per cent is rendered 
soluble. 

“Those persons who cannot take milk may 
swallow the bacilli in a pure culture with 
jam, sweetmeats, etc. Cultures may also be 
made in vegetable broths or animal peptone 


to which sugar has been added. The mi 


crobes need sugar to produce lactic acid. 
“If it be true that our 7 sw si and un-

Nowhere does Professor Metchnikoff ex- 
press a preference for any particular brand 
of Bulgarian bacilli. He was a scientist, not 
a merchant. 

“From time immemorial human beings 
have absorbed quantities of lactic microbes 
by consuming in the uncooked condition sub- 
stances such as soured milk, kephir, sauer- 
kraut or salted cucumbers which have under- 
gone lactic fermentation. By these means 
they have unknowingly lessened the evil 
consequences of intestinal putrefaction 
When Abraham entertained the three angels 
he set before them soured milk and sweet 
milk and the calf which he had dressed.

Henry F. Niedringhaus, imperial po- 
tentate of the Ancient Arabic Order No- 
bles of the Mystic Shrine for North 
America, became the official head of 
this great fraternity at the forty-sec- 
ond annual meeting held in Buffalo 
in July, 1916.

He is a past eminent 
commander of St. Aldemar command- 
ery, having served in that capacity 
during 1906.

New Tork, May 15.—Favorable 
weather advices and uneasiness over 
the Russian situation caused a sharp 
break in the cotton market here to-

of yesterday. Other months showed 
similar losses, but prices rallied in the 
late trading with July closing at 19.75 
and with the general list closing steady | 
at a net loss of only 9 to 14 points. 
The market opened steady at a decline 
of 1 point to an advance of 4 points 
with trading comparatively quiet. Of- 
ferings increased right after the call, 
however, with western and Wall street 
interests among the sellers, while there 
also seemed to be scattering pressure 
from southern sources. The forecasts 
for continued clear and generally 
warmer weather promoted the selling 
movement and stop loss orders were 
uncovered on the break which carried 
October contracts back to the 19-cent 
level, and the general list about 26 
to 33 points under last night’s closing 
figures.

Indefinite Time Puts Stop 
to Wheat Futures—Other 
Staples Down. 


Chicago, May 15.—Heavy shrinkage 
in the value of wheat at one time as 
much as 19 cents a bushel, took place 
today owing to the prospect which at 
last became a fixed fact that established 
limits on high prices would continue in- 
definitely and that all new buying of 


wheat futures was at an end. The mar- 
ket closed unsettled, 7c to 17e net lower, 
with July at $2.42 and September at $2.20 
to $2.21. Other leading staples, too, 
showed a decided setback—corn 2%c 
to 3%c; oats 2%c¢ to 3K e and provisions 
7e to 25c. 

Downward slides in quotations on 
wheat met with even less resistance 
than on the previous day when the ban 
on new buying a 3 was tempo- 
rary, Bearish effects of the restraints 
urchasers were supplemented later 
ncreased pressure from holders of 
July and September options who took 
note of reports that millers were only 
buying cash wheat when they could sell 
flour against it as a financial counter- 
balance. 

Definite announcement just before the 
close that the confgrence here of repre- 
sentatives of the leading grain ex- 
changes had decided to prolong beyond 
any set bounds the suppression of un- 
restricted trading was followed by the 

greatest weakness shown in wheat 
prices since the start of the collapse 
yesterday morning. 

General apathy which characterized 
the wheat pit spread today over the ex- 
change floor. Business in corn, oats 
and provisions was by far the smallest 
since the outbreak of the war. No de- 
cision as to maximum prices for other 
commodities than wheat had been reach- 
ed by the conference up to the time the 
market closed. Accordingly the tone 
of feed grains and also of pork, lard 
and ribs was one of almost unrelieved 
depression.

Col. Hall Has New Orders 

Making It Imperative to 
Recruit Regiment or Wa- 
terworks Guard May Be 
Withdrawn. 


The recruiting of the Fifth infantry, 
Georgia national guard, to war strength 
which has heretofore been regarded, by 
the public too much, perhaps, as a mat- 


ter of civic pride and sentiment, has 
now reached a point where it may vi- 


tally affect the welfare of the city, ac- 
cording to conditions outlined by Colo- 
nel Orville H. Hall, following the re- 
ceipt of a new order from Washington 
making further disposition of Fifth 
regiment troops. 

The new order from the war depart- 
ment calls upon Colonel Hall to detail 
an exceptionally heavy guard for cer- 
tain duty, the nature of which is not 
divulged. Owing to the fact that so 
many details have already been drawn 
from the Fifth regiment, Colonel Hall 
is fearful lest the new order may neces- 
sitate the withdrawal of the detail 
guarding the city waterworks. This 
guard is not ordered there by the war 
department. 

“To speak frankly with the public— 
and the situation calls for frank speak- 
ing.“ said Colonel Hall, unless recruit- 
ing picks up very materially within 
the next few days, I am afraid that it 
will be necessary to withdraw the 
guard from the waterworks. I have no 
orders to place a guard there, and the 
orders from Washington to place 
guards elsewhere, of course, leave me 
no alternative. In view of these cir- 
cumstances, it is essential that the cit- 
izens of Atlanta make the matter of re- 
cruiting their own regiment personal.” 

Added to the condition outlined by 
Colonel Hall is the fact that the Fifth, 
in recruiting, finds the United States 
infantry, the navy, the artillery, caval- 
ry and marines also bidding for men, 
which constitutes an additional drain 
upon the men who desire to enlist. 

Draft in Prospect. 

The prospect of the operation of the 
selective draft at no distant date is 
also to be taken into consideration by 
those of eligible age limit and other 
qualifications for service. The situa- 
tion may shortly resolve itself into go- 
ing into service somewhere, wherefore 
the question of whether an Atlantan 
would prefer to serve with Atlantans as 
comrades and under Atlanta officers 
may be worthy of immediate considera- 
tion. 

A cousin of Colonel Roosevelt enlisted 
as a private in the Fifth regiment 
Tuesday afternoon. 

He is Fabian W. Minton, aged 19 
years, of Roswell, Ga., the birthplace 
of Teddy. His family is one of the 
oldest in the (territory from which he 
came. It was already represented in 
the Fifth by an uncle and cousin of

Fabian looks like as capable fight- 
ing timber as his warlike kinsman. 
As ed why he didn't want to join his 
cousin's proposed division for France, 
he explained: 

“Too much danger of it not being al- 
lowed to go to France.

Bill Carrying $3,390,946, 
Before Senate--$750,000,000 
for Merchant Ships. 


Washington, Max 15.—The largest 
war budget in the nation’s history, ag- 
gregating $3,390,946,000, will be taken 
up tomorrow by the senate and given 
the right-of-way until passed. 

The bill, already passed by the 
house, provides for war expenditures 
of the army and navy and also, as in- 
creased by the senate appropriations 
committee today, would appropriate 
750.000, 0, of which $400,000,000 would 
be immediately available for the ship- 
ping board’s merchant fleet program. 

As the measure came from the house 
it carried $2,827,500,000, virtually all 
for military needs of the war. 

The shipbuilding provisions added by 
the senate committee contain drastic 
provisions for federal commandeering 
of ship yards, factories and other facili- 
ties. 


The senate committee added $563,392,- 
000 to the bill as passed by the house, 
virtually all except the shipbuilding 
authorization being for war expenses 
of the military establishment. Among 
the senate increase were $500.000 for 
the Council of National Defense, $1,- 
000,000 for detention of interned Ger- 
mans, $26,000,000 for army ine 
guns and $35,000,000 for heavy army 
ordnance.
